The half-yearly ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held 
ut the Cannon-street Hotel, on Wednesday, 

Mr. GeorGE Hopkins, C.K., presiding. 

Mr. Hupert AKERS (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting ; the report was taken as read. 

‘The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, I am very sorry that we have 
such a bad day, because it has had the effect of preventing what I 
think you all would have been very glad to have seen, that is a visit 
from Mr. Clarence King. Most of you know him by name. Mr. 
King, unfortunately, has been suffering in health for the last two or 
three years, and is just now on a visit to Europe to try and improve 
his health. I saw him last night, and he then promised that he 
would attend the meeting; but this morning he sent down a 
message that, in consequence of the fog, he was afraid to venture 
out. Iam very sorry for it, because Mr. King, as we all know, isa 
man of very great eminence, and has had very intimate connections 
with thiscompany, and knows the Richmond Mine thoroughly. Iam 
sure you would have been glad to have seen him, and he, on his part, would have 
been equally glad to have made the acquaintance of you, gentlemen, He is stilla 
young man comparatively, Idare say many of you know, if so you wi.lexcuse my 
repeating it, that before he was connected with our company he had charge of the 
Surveying Department of the United States, for making the surveys, geological 
and otherwise, of the 40th parallel of latitude, For the last four or five years he ha3 
been at the head of the Geological Survey Department of the United States, at 
Washington, and isa gentleman who has attained a very high position indeed, So 
far back as 1873 he reported on the Richmond Mine; a report which has been of 
great value to this company. He then predicted, as far as it is wise for anyone 
to predict, certain things which might happen in the development of our pro- 
perty, and these predictions have been literally fulfilled, We prevailed upon 
hiv tor a short time, during our darkest moments, to be our manager, He had 
charge of the Richmond property fora time; and he has been associated with us 
ever since. We have always employed him as an expert, and as a witness in 
all our legal cases, We have received very great advantages from his services, 
and his connection; and he knowing the property so well, if woull have been, 
1 think, a very gratifying thing to us all, had he been able, as he intended, to 
have been hereto-day. (Hear, hear.) I have taken the liberty of making these 
few remarks because, had he been present, Lam sure his manuer and his intelli- 
gence, and the information which he wouid have given you would haye im- 
pressed you very much more favourably than what few remarks I have made 
about him, Our meeting to-day, gentlemen, as you know, is our half-yearly or 
interim meeting, where we really have not much business to do but to give an 
account of our stewardship during the last half-year, and report what progress 
has been made with our property, The principal works, as you will see from 
the report, during the past six months, have been the opening and develop- 
ment of the minein the lower levels, About this time last year we struck ore 
on the 690 level, from which we all hid very great hopes. These hopes were 
not realised in the way we expected. We have gone on steadily from that time 
to the present, exploring, siaking and driving, and although we have not yet 
arrived at that stage which we all hope for, that is to develope further large 
bodies of ore; yet on the whole, I take it, we have no reason to be dissatisfied 
with what has already been done, (Hear, hear.) We have established this fact 
—that there is an orebody extending downward from the 600 level down at least 
as low as the 900 level, and how much further we do notknow, The orebody is 
on the incline the 309 ft. vertical, giving us an actual length upon the incline 
or dip of about 500 ft. So that we have arrived at_this—that the Richmond 
Mine contains ore at least as low asthe 900 level. Now in passing along that 
ore body, unfortunately, the great bulk of the material which we passed through 
wasof low grade. Mr. Probert, in one of his letters on this subject, says that had 
the ore which we have discovered in these lower levels been of good grade, a 
sufficient quantity has been opened out to have enabled us to have kept the 
furnaces running for many months, That is satisfactory in one sense, Of 
course it would have been more satisfactory if the grade of the ore had been good, 
but although the great bulk of it is low grade ore, we have taken out a certain 
quantity of very good ore. On the 700 level we have taken out 800 tons, on the 
800 level we have taken out 793 tons, and on the 909 level we have taken out 
539 tons, In thereport which we have just issued the directors give one or 
two extracts from Mr. Probert’s last letter, and I think it is only fair to you, 
now that L have the opportunity, that [ should give the letter in full, that is as 
regards the development which I am now speaking of. Writing on Noy, 20 
Mr. Probert says :— 

I have just made aclose examination of all the points of attack we are now 
more immediately interested in, and while there f€ not much improvement to 
boast of, there is certainly nothing discouraging to report. The ground con- 
tinues favourable at many points between the 700 and 900, and several small 
pipes and pockets continue to be found, some ofj which may fairly be expected 
to lead to an orebody sooner or later, The most promising find of late has been ina 
winze from one of the 800 drifts, which is now down about 60 ft., and shows fair 
ore at several points in its course down, though the bottom is in limestone. As 
this ore seems to dip irregularly back towards the west, and is already to the 
west of the 900 drift north (which passes below), it gives a hope that it may 
make down below the 900 level in that direction, and yet within our 
ground, the line being 150 ft. distant. There are several other points of 
interest in this ground, and the numerous side drifts, rises, and winzes 
being made, reveal fresh indications daily, with occasional streaks of ore. 
I am now about to start a new drift from the north 900 to run westerly 
towards the line and prove the ground in that direction, with especial 
reference to the ore showing in the winze from the 800 ft. level referred 
to above, and if any indications are found they will be followed down 
at least 100 feet below the 900 ft. level, and then a drift will be run easterly 
towards the 1050 level, with which it will be easy to make connection for air, 
and then we can proceed to cut up the enormous block of ground lying down 
there, of which we yet know nothing, but may hope everything, and fortunately 
this is all above the water level. In the upper levels, from the 700 to the sur- 
face almost, there isan immense amount of ground yet unexplored, and a large 
amount of prospecting work is being done on these levels by tributers than ever 
before, to say nothing of the heavy dead work carried on by the company, and 
some of this cannot fail to be productive ere long. Only last week we hada 
smal! find in the 300 new level, not 100 ft. from the shaft, in ground where no 
ore had ever been seen before. The ore is good, and is now about 2 ft. wide, 
and making upwards in favourable limestone. Indeed, the ground above the 
300, upto the Lizette level, is so promising that we shall be quite justified in 
cutting a new station and running a 100 ft. level or levels from the shaft, and 
this will be commenced as soon as we have a drill to spare from the lower levels. 
He then goes on to speak of accidents which happened to our neighbour, the 
Eureka Company, by which they lost their accumulator, which works their 
hydraulic pump, which has had the effect of stopping them from carrying on 
operations for about two montlis, which he regrets and which we all regret ; and 


he goes on to say:—‘‘ There have been few mines in the werld so favoured by | 


Nature as the Richmond, and its position and prospects are to-day better than those 
of most of the mines I am acquainted with in this part of the United States.” 
(Cheers.) Therefore, gentlemen, although our prospects are not so bright as 
they have been in times past, yet [ think they are not so bad as to cause any de 
pression. (Cheers.) That letter was dated on Nov. 20, We have another letter 
from hima few days later—the 25th, or five days later, which is nearly all about 
a special matter, but in which, just at the end, he says :—*‘ There has been but 
little change in the mine since my last letter to the board. The streak of ore on 


the 3rd level near the shait has been followed up some 60 ft., but has not widened | 


much yet. We have cut a seam of iron in the 900” that is the 900 he speaks of 


in his first letter as being where he has cut the other ore—“ we cut a seam of iron | 
in the 900 north from near the shaft a few days ago, and have since entered | 


broken ground which looks well for a ‘find’ in that direction.” And Mr, 


Probert adds:—‘“‘it is certainly encouraging to find anything 


point in depth.” Do not suppose, gentlemen, that I am going to prophecy, 
or say it is likely we shall have a find there; but I only call your atten- 
tion to this fact—that those enormous chambers on which we have been at work 
for the last three years, and from which we have taken ore aggregating a total 
of about two millions sterling, were discovered exactly in the same way. The 
first thing which led us to these ore bodies was a few iron stains in the limestone, 
and a few discolourations. Almost from curiosity a pick was struck in the iron- 
stones, and the ground opened out into ledge matter, The ledge matter was 
followed, and we soon came upon low grade ore. From low grade ore we got to 
good ore, and we followed it from point to point until we opened up those bodies 
upon which we have been working for the last three or four years. (Hear, 
hear.) Now, Ido not say that the same thing is going to happen. I only men- 
tion it as a fact that that large body of ore was discovered by fo!lowing some 
iron stains in the limestone. It seems that they have met with the same sort 
of iron stains and broken ground, which may or may not—we all hope it may— 
lead into an ore body. We are fully convinced that somewhere or other in the 
neighbourhood where we are working there must be some ore bodies, and 
I very much regret Mr. Clarence King’s absence on this point, for he 
would have drawn some conclusions from what they have done which would 
be interesting to you, which [ am not able to do, That is the latest news, 

entlemen, as regards the explorations. We must keep on following the 
indications at every point, as in the winze from the 800, where there are indica- 
tions of ore nearly all the way down. Each one of these points must be fol- 
lowed, and followed closely. As you see, there isan enormous amount of ground 
yet unexplored, we propose to continue to explore that fully, until we have 
either found the ore orascertained that there is none there. (Hear, hear.) Whilst 
these explorations have been going on—which I will just state, by way of 
parenthesis, have been unusually heavy this half-year, and have been all paid 
for out of the current revenue of the half-year—we have still kept on con- 
tinuously smelting in some shape or other. Of course, with the limited amount 
of reserves. we could not keep the two large furnaces running, because those 








two large furnaces, and the refinery furnace, required something like 1200 tons 
of ore every week to keep them going, and we could not supply that quantity. 
But we kept the two furnaces going as long as we possibly could in reason, and 
with a profit, and then we shut one down, and continued to run the one fur- 
nace, which by the report you will see has been running continuously, and has 
never missed a week from Feb, 28 until Aug. 29,smelting in that time 12,325 tons, 
in round numbers averaging 500 tons per week, whtch is very large smelting 
for one furnace. In one ct his late letters, Mr. Probert speaks of altering one of 
the other furnaces. You will probably remember that our large furnaces have 
a capacity of 60 tons per day. He says this is just a little too large for one man 
(or, I suppose, for one gang of men) to work, but not large enough for 
two, and therefore he proposes to reduce the size of one of those furnaces 
by making it a 46-ton furnace instead of 60, and he says then that he 
is not without hopes of keeping the present No. 4 furnace which is run- 
ing, and also this additional furnace, when altered and worked, with the 
refinery. If he can do that, we shall be very glad, as we shall then 
have two furnaces running, although both smali—that is, 40-ton furnaces. 
You will not see any increase in the weekly returns, because the altered furnace 
will be run in connection with the refinery, smelting low-grade ore and drosses 
from the refinery, the returns from which are never included in the weekly re- 
turns, But it will be a great thing for us if we can keep these furnaces running 
through the winter. One thing is it givesa market for outside ores, which is 
very desirable when we are short of ore ourselves; it is very desirable that other 
mines in the neighbourhood should have a market to which to bring their ores, 
which they will have if we continue smelting. Whilst your managers and 
officers are leaving no stone unturned to discover and develope new bodies of ore 
in the Ricnmond Mine itself, they are not unmindful of securing a supply of ore 
from other sources, I think I mentioned at the last meeting we had been in 
negociation fora mine in the neighbourhood, but purposely I did not mention 
the name of the mine at that time, because the negociations were not quite com- 
plete, and it was obviously proper that [should not mention it. However, we 
have mentioned it now in the report. It was the Hoosac Mine, which is situated 
a very short distance from the Richmond. Mr. Probert bought it for a 
sum of money, and it has resulted in a very satisfactory purchase in 
this way—that the slag on the dump, which is fortunately suited for mix- 
ing with our ores, has produced us as much profit as we gave for the slag 
itself and the mine into the bargain. (Cheers) 80 we have the 
Hoosac Mine to-day, for whatever it is worth for nothing. We have 
other purchases under consideration. Only yesterday we had one brought be- 
fore us, and your directors telegraphed out at once to purchase it. Iam not at 
liberty to mention the name of the mine, because there’again the negociations 
are not completed. We believe it to be a property admirably suited for us, and 
if we get it at the price we have mentioned we shall consider we have bought it 
ata price which will suit our purpose uncommonly well. At our next half- 
yearly meeting we shall know something more about it, and we shall be able to 
ay before you all particulars about it. At one time we were able to purchase 
large quantities of outside ore; but our neighbours, the Eureka and other com- 
panies, who are smelting side by side with us, have learned the value of these 
outside ores, and are keen competitors with us in the market for those ores. 
Therefore, it behoves us to bestir ourselves to see and secure as much outside ore as 
we can; if we cannot get it from miners bringing it in, to secure it in some other 
way, our object being, of course, having a large plant and furnaces also to keep 
them all going as faras we can, and working at a profit, There is one paragraph in 
the report which leads you to expect that we shall have to stop the explorationsa 
short time in January, and I think we shall have to do that, because the air-com- 
pressor and machinery which has been running for some time has gota little shaky, 
and requires overhauling. I think, perhaps, we shall have to stop our explora- 
tions for about a fortnight, in order to overhaul the machinery, and put it into 
working order, It is a necessity, and it must be done, At the time this report 
was printed we also stated that the main shaft required new timbering in 
places. We have managed to do that work without stopping the explorations ; 
therefore that is so much to the good. We have done that; but,as 1 have said, 
I am afraid it will be a necessity for us to stop the explorations to overhaul the 
drilling machinery and air-compressor. But I suppose, at the outside, it will 
not take more than a fortnight. Many of the old shareholders particularly will 
remember that at this time of the year, or a little later on, we had always to 
shut down the furnaces for two or three months on account of the difficulty 
of getting charcoal, We are in hopes we shall not have todo this now, because 
by means of a railway we have from the mine down to the works, we 
can get the ore carried down, and we can secure a stock of charcoal to keep us 
running. We hope to run throughout the winter. You will understand 
that in that district there are no such things as roads. The charcoal burners 
and everybody else, cart everywhere and anywhere, It isa wilderness, Ina 
hard frost we can get charcoal, and also in summer with the roads in order ; 
but if there is a large amount of snow, or bad weather, it is very difficult to get 





our supply of charcoal. Therefore, in addition to the difficulties which we may 
| have of having a sufficient supply of ore to keep the furnaces going, we may 
have also the difficulty of getting a sufficient supply of charcoal to enable 
us to keep the furnaces in operation. We hope, and that hope is founded on 
| Mr, Probert’s letters, that wef shall be able to keep one, and possibly two 
furnaces going throughout the winter. I think I ought to make some special 
allusion to the refinery, because, in days gone by, you will remember 
there was a very desperate effort made to induce us to abolish the 
refinery, and do away with it altogether, Now, the tg” feel bound 
to say —as they have mentioned in their report to-dhy —they firmly be 
lieve that had it not been for the existence of the refinery the profitable reduc- 
tion of the low grade ores would be practically impossible, and very likely we 
should have had to shut down the one furnace which has been running for some 
time. I can hardly explain to you, in a meeting like this, the advantages which 
we consider have arisen, and do arise continuously, from the use of the refinery. 
(Hear, hear.) Weare very glad indeed that we have it, and that it has never 
been shut down, for we are fully convinced it is of the greatest possible advan- 
tage to the company, and that it is through the refinery working in connection 
with the furnaces the low grade ore, that we are very much indebted for the 
profits we have made. (Hear, hear.) The general result of the half-year’s work- 

ing is that after paying all the costs of the underground development, the dead 
| work of every description, and maintaining the works in a thorough state of re- 
| pair, the profits for the half-year will be about 30,0002, That is sufficient to pay 
the two 5s. dividends which we paid in August and November, leaving un- 
| touched our reserve fund of 75,000/. and the balance of 26,000. odd brought for- 
ward from the revenue account of last year, (Hear, hear.) This, I think, will 


at a new | be satisfactory to the shareholders, because there is nodoubt we have been work- 





ing under great disadvantages. It has been with great difficulty that we have 
kept the furnaces going, and it has been said openly that although we were 
keeping the furnaces going they were only running at a loss, and that we were 
rapidly spending every halfpenny of our reserve fund. That shows you how 
people make misstatements in the dark, of which they know nothing what- 
ever. That statement is diametrically opposed to the truth, and to what the 
facts are. Wehave not touched one halfpenny of the reserve fund, and not 
one halfpenny of the balance which stood to the credit of revenue. We have 
paid our two quarterly dividends, and we havea little tothe good over and 
above that. You will have noticed with satisfaction we have considerably reduced 
our stock of lead. On this side we have always feit that we had accumulated too 
large a quantity of lead, although weare bound to admit, as the result has proved, 
that the policy of storing the lead has paid. Of course, it involves this, that we 
have had to pay our bankers a considerable amount of money for interest ; on 
the other hand, by storing the lead we are able to avail ourselves of the state of 
the market, If we can only get 4 of a cent per pound more, it comes to very 
large tigures, and well pays for the interest which we have had to pay. As you 
will see by the report, we lately sold 5000 tons at 4°85 cents per pound, which is 
a very good price for a large quantity. The only condition attached to it was 
that we should sell no more for delivery during the present year. The 
5000 tons were sold for delivery Sasieg the present year, and we under 

took to sell no more for delivery. e have still a large quantity, some 
7000 or 8000 tons, there,and our managers on the other side will watch the 
market and send it forward at the most advantageous time, so as to realise 
the most we can for it. (Hear, hear.) I may just mention that in our 
balance-sheet as presented to you the whole of our stock of lead wag valued at 
4°65 cents, so that every sale which we have made has been at a price bette: 
than what appeared in our balance-sheet. I really have very little more to say. 
The report is not very long, but it gives you in general terms as well as we 
can a resume of what we have done during the past six months. I will not 
allude to any lawsuits, because I am happy to say that they are practically at an 
end. We have, of course, our appeal suit pending, The worst has happened to 
us which can happen. We have been dispossessed from what we venture to think 
is our Own property, The courts in America have decided that the property is 
not ours, and have given it to somebody else. We have nothing to do 
at the present time but submit to that decision. I say the worst has hap- 
pened. If in the course of time—I do not know when that time will be— 
we can get to the Appeal Court at Washington, it is possible that that 
decision may be reversed. Whether the decision in three or four years’ time 
will repay us or not it is rot for meto say. Probably what the other courts 
have given the Albion Company will be removed and smelted, and divided in 
dividends, At all events we can be no worse off than we are, for the property is 
taken from us and given to somebody else, and not the Richmond Company, and 
they are at this time removing and smelting the ore. However, we have no 
law expenses going on. Of course the appeal is lodged,and it rests with us as 
to whether we chose to prosecute itor withdraw it. I think, gentlemen, we 

have but one course before us, and that is to follow the ore bodies, and explore 
our ground in every possible way which we can, in the firm belief that sooner 
or later we shall come across bodies of ore which will pay us for all our 
labour. (Hear, hear.) We have no other course to pursue; as I said 
at the commencement of my remarks, although up to the present we 
have not met with the success which we hoped to meet with, yet really 
there is nothing discouraging in the aspect of affairs. We have found ore, and 
followed the ore bodies down to the 900 level, and we are at work on the 1050 
level, anda little later on we expect to work at the 1200 level; but at present 

there is water in that, and we cannot get atit. We thiak we shall be able to 
get at it in the summer time, or when the Eureka Company resume their work- 
ing, which will relieve our ground of water, no doubt. ou will see we have 
plenty of work before us. e have an enormous block of ground to explore; 
and you may depend upon it, gentlemen, that, although the weekly reports 
which you see are, perhaps, a little confusing as to the names and direc- 
tions of the different drifts and winzes,as they must necessarilly be, you may 
depend upon it that the work is being done for you in the most scientific, miner- 
like, and economical manner, I only hope we shall realise a speedy result. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. BrovGHam: Mr. Chairman, I should like to ask one question if you please. 
I think you say you havea reserve fund of 75,00./. and a carry-over of some 
26,0)0/?-—The OHAIRMAN: Yes. 

Mr. Brovauam: Do I understand that in addition to that we have 7000 tons 
of lead, which I suppose is worth 20/, a ton?——The CHAIRMAN: No; our 
reserve and profit are in lead and bullion unrealised. 

Mr. BrovGuamM: I suppose there is some probability that the dividends will 
be continued.——The OHarIRMAN: I hope so. 

Mr. GreorGE Herron: Mr, Chairman, the meeting is so satisfactory that no- 
body has risen to make any remarks. I think it is necessary that shareholders 
should meet their directors twice a year. If they only meet once it is a long 
time to wait for information of any kind. I think every shareholder as well as 
myself will be convinced that although our mine is not in so prosperous a con- 
dition as it has Seen previously, still that it holds out as good prospects as to 
the future as the results have been in the past. Of course, nobody knows what 
will turn out in mining. You probe about from day to day, and all at once you 
meet with some body of ore which yields largereturns. That is a characteristic 
of mining generally, and ofthis mine in particular. I happen to be rather an 
unfortunate shareholder, but I am not ashamed to say that I have received very 
handsome dividends from this company, and I only hope I shall receive some 
more of the same kind. 

The CHAIRMAN: I hope so too. 

Mr. HERON: It is satisfactory to meet here twice a year and have the satis- 
faction of knowing that we have a magnificent property, and that we have an 
immense course of ground undeveloped, in which we may hope to meet with 
something very important before long. (Cheers.) I have very great pleasure in 
testifying to my entire satisfaction with the report, and with the position which 
the company isin. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Hurst: The last shareholder made one remark which I should like to 
refer to. He said he was not ashamed to have received large dividends, It is 
not a thing to be ashamed of I think. I can speak of another mine I am in 
where I receive no dividend at all. That is something to be ashamed of. (Laugh- 
ter.) The Chairman has given us a statement of the affairs of the mine, and 
he has not spoken in the same jubilant and satisfied tone that he has used 
and has had reason to use—on previous occasions; but it appears to me that we 
are progressing in a steady quiet way, and if we have not received the same 
amount of dividend as in the times past, still I think we are receiving very good 
dividends indeed, (Hear, hear.)

The ore in 
Ruby Hill is in detached masses, the limestone is so shattered and broken up 
that you never know where to go or to look for it. The large body of ore I spoke 
of a little while ago, from which we took two millions sterling, was only missed 
three years before we found it by 4 ft. Mr. Rickard himself told me that when 
he was running exploratory drifts—in about 1876, I suppose—they actually weut 
past this enormous body within 4 ft., without being aware of its existence; and it 
was only three years later on that that body of ore was discovered. That is our 
position to-day. We really have very little to guide usin the Richmond Mine 
a3 to Where the ore is; it is here, there, and everywhere. [A Voice: Not every- 
where. (Laughter.)} The ordinary laws of mining scarcely apply, because the 
conditions are not the same. With reference to Mr. Hurst’s remarks, 1 do think, 
perhaps, he is right—that we have paid too large dividends in the past. (Hear, 
hear.) I can only say this, that when a company earns a large profit the shimre- 
holders think the profit belongs to them—(hear, hear)--and it is very hard 
to carry a very large amount forward, and not to give the shareholders what 
properly belongs to them, (Laughter and cheers.)

THE MISSOURI LEAD MINING AND SMELTING COMPANY 


The ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the West- 
minster Palace Hotel, on Tuesday, 

Mr. GEORGE Hopkins, C.E., presiding. 

The SECRETARY having read the notice convening the meeting, 
the minutes of the previous general meeting were read and con- 
firmed and the report was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN: Gentlemen, I may just mention at the outset 
that we were anxious to have had this meeting earlier, so as to give 
the shareholders who were in town an opportunity of being pre- 
sent ; but Mr. Rickard was unavoidably detained in America, and did 
not get back until some time in November, and we have called the 
meeting as soon as we possibly could after his return. The resalt 
of the year’s working may be summed upina fewwords. Follow- 
ing out the course recommended by Mr. Rickard in his report of August last 
year, the directors gave instructions for the shafts to be sunk deeper and new 
drifts to be run, with the object of getting under the old workings into virgin 
ground, Last year, you may remember, we took about 5000/. worth of lead from 
the lode in the vicinity of the St. Clair shaft, but as a large amount of ground 
had been stoped out, and what was visible was hardly in paying quantity, Mr. 
Rickard advised the directors to sink the shafts deeper and to get underneath 
the old levels entirely, and he submitted a scheme which commended itself 
very much to the directors as one which in all probability would result in what 
we all hope for—getting into paying ground. (Hear, hear.) That wasa scheme 
which was laid out in a masterly manner, and recommended itself very much 
to the directors. I can only express regret—which I am sure no one feels more 
than Mr. Rickard himself—that up to the present time the anticipations, which 
certainly seemed to be well founded at the time, have not been fully realised. 
They have been realised up to a certain extent, but not so fully as Mr. Rickard 
anticipated they would be. In order to carry out those works the directors 
asked the shareholders to give them support by taking up the remainder of the 
unissued share capital in pro rata proportion to the amount of their shares. The 
directors took their proportion and more, and some of the sharzholders took 
theirs ; but, as unfortunately generally happens when things are looking rather 
black, the great bulk of the shareholders did not care to increase their holdings, 
and the result was that the directors, feeling very strongly that it was an abso- 
lute necessity that these works of development should be carried out, themselves 
advanced the money for the purpose You will find on reference to the ac- 
counts and the report that the directors have during the year advanced between 
6000/. and 70002. for that purpose. I do not know whether the shareholders can 
follow from the report the different localities mentioned, as it is somewhat difli- 
cult to do so without a map, but you will probably remember that the old work- 
ings are situated on a direct, nearly, north and south line, on what is called the 
Old Virginia lode, On that lode there are three main shafts—the 8t. Clair at 
the northern end, the Master shaft at the middle, and the old engine-shaft 
towards the south, which are all full sized main shafts. At the Master shaft, 
which is timbered with oak and laddered from the top to the bottom or nearly 
so, we have a very fine Cornish pump, the engine-house and boilers being fixed 
above that shaft. Last year we did no work upon this point, because Mr, 
Rickard advised us to sink the St, Clair and the old engine-shafts deeper, and to 
run drifts from them in anticipation of finding a lode in close proximity. The 
fissure remains in its full force at every point through the whole length of the 
ground—there is a remarkably strong fissure, which is one of the best featuresin 
the mine. It is well developed clean country rock on both sides, sometimes as 
much as 4 ft. wide, and at other times not more than 2 ft. wide. Itis filled 

sometimes with clay and sometimes with a calcareous deposit, which should 
contain the lead ore. It does contain it in small quantities, but not sufficient 
to make it remunerative to work it, because there is water in both of the 
shaits, and we shall have to go to a considerable expense to keep it down. 
In the summer we discovered an altogether new vein cropping up to the surface 
of the ground, about 100 ft. west of the Old Virginia lode, and lying well to the 
north of the St. Clair shaft. We have done certain work on this lode, and so far 
it has been very satisfactory. We are not down any great depth at present; 
one shaft is down about 100 ft., and we are preparing to drive at this level both 
north and south. We have had two small levels above the 100 ft. which have 
developed a good fissure or vein, and from which we have taken somewhere 
about 20 tons of lead. We propose to carry on these works as quickly as pos- 
sible, in the hope and expectation that they will open up and lead to something 
very important. (Hear, hear.) There is no doubt that in times gone by large 
quantities of lead have been taken from these mines, but none has ever been 
taken out at a greater depth than 300 ft.—hardly so deep as that—but large 
quantities have been taken out from the surface, and up to that depth; and 
we hope we have in the Victoria lode a surface mine which will give us 
considerable quantities of ore (Hear, hear.) There is no water present there, 
and both shaft work and drift work will be comparatively cheap, and this new 
discovery is sufficient to pay the expenses properly chargeable to it. That is 
Only one feature in the mine. Of course we cannot neglect the Virginia lode,

on which our hopes are principally centred ; and the question how best to deal 
with that, bearing in mind our limited resources, has occupied the anxious con- 
sideration of the hoard. We have the advantage of having Mr. Rickard with us, 
and we have had several discussions on the question of how best to deal with it. 
Of course if we had unlimited means we should not want to discuss it much, 
because there can be no question that if we had sufficient means the proper way 
would be to continue the work which we took in hand last year, and carry the 
drifts further, because they were only extended to about the vicinity where we 
might reasonably expect to meet the ore, and we should also sink all the shafts 
deeper. Now, in Mr. Rickard’s report, which we have sent out with our own, 
you will see that he recommends a further expenditure of about 4000/., and there 
is no doubt that it is extremely desirable that this money should be spent, be- 
cause, although the money which we expended last year did not do entirely 
what we expected it was so much money spent in the right direction, and [am 
afraid we must spend some more, I, for one, certainly should not like to con- 
sider that we had proved the mine yet until farther works were done. Now, as 
regards waysand means, you will see that the directors themselves, who are very 
largely 
few shareholders only having answered our response; and I would ask such 
shareholders as are present—and those who are absent also—who did not take 
their proportion, todo so, It is hardly fair that when men are embarked in a 
risk like this the burden should be left on the shoulders of three or four share- 
holders. I quite agree that it has been disappointing to all of us to see so little 
return for our money, but then the question is: Shall we lose all our money or 
shall we spend a littie more in the endeavour to realise what we have already 
spent. This question of ways and means has been before us, and Iam happy to 
tell you that one of our directors, Mr. Sands,"°who knows the property better 
than any of us,and who has still the same confidence in it as ever, has consented 
to take up another 10002. worth of these unissued shares. I have no doubt the 
directors will take some more themselves; but I would put it as a matter of 
fairness whether the other shareholders Ought not to do something also, and not 
leave those who have the largest stake in the concern to find the most money. 


I have myself a very large stake in the matter, and so have the whole of the | 


board, You have not only Mr. Rickard’s report, but the report of our superin- 
tendent who goes into the different works of development at full length, and if 
I were to speak ‘for another half-hour I do not know that I could tell you much 


| more about the matter. The reports speak for themselves, and Mr. Rickard is 


here and will be able to answer any question respecting the mine you may think 
proper to ask. As to the accounts, we have, as our auditor tells us, we must

Ore was there beyond 
doubt, and they might come upon it at any moment in paying quantities, In 
consequence of the deficiency of capital they had only come upon what might 
be called the naked part of the mine, and to leave it there would be the worst 
possible policy. They would observe from Mr. Rickard’s report that he not only 
suggested the continuance of the works which had been entered upon in the 


| Virginia lode, but certain other tests and developments in other parts of the 


mine, The discovery at the Victoria lode had been very satisfactory, because if 


that were the only matter to be dealt with by the directors they would be able | 


to say that they hada mine paying its own expenses, but it could not beexpected 
to pay for the entire paragon Mr. Rickard suggested not merely further 
development of that lode, but also similar tests to be applied to other lodes in 
the vicinity—the “ po “Fish Trap,” and “ Bald Hill”—from which they 
had taken ore, but it had been practically abandoned, because they had not felt 
justified in spending money upon it. All that could be done, Mr. Rickard 
thought, by an additional outlay of 4000/.,and it would be a thousand pities 
that they should have a property on which had been expended in hard cash 
about 21,000/. (putting aside the original cost), left just at the point when 
further explorations might develope it into a paying property. Shareholders 
must bear in mind that mining was a speculation at all times, and it was quite 
within the bounds of possibility that they might be disappointed in the Missouri 
Mine; but they had done enough to justify them in saying that some little 
further expense onght to be incurred to see whether they had thrown away the 
21,000/., or whether the peoperty was not worth ten times that amount. 

A SuaREHOLDER wished to have the opinion of Mr. Rickard on the question. 
——Mr. RickArp said he had stated his opinion so fully in his report that he 
had nothing further toadd, Certainly the mine if left in its present condition 
would not have justice doneto it. One thing had been proved by their efforts— 
that the ore made in certain diagonal channels, and it was only in those chan- 
nels that they were likely to find it in paying quantities. In the opinion of any 
miner it would be a great pity not to pursue the channel, now it was proved to 
exist to a greater depth, and that could be done with a very small outlay at the 
central, or master shaft. He strongly advised that that shaft should be sunk to 
the depth necessary to fairly test the channel below the present bottom of the 
shaft. The mine had been disappointing, but that was partly because the work 
had not been carried on with sufficient energy —with more energetic treatment 
they might have had the satisfaction at the present moment of receiving a profit. 
The work recommended to be done was necessary to do justice to the mine. 

Mr. Francis A. SANDS had exactly the same faith in the property as he had on 
forme: occasions when he had addressed the shareholders in that room. (Hear, 
hear.) He and Mr. Rickard were almost of the same opinion as to the future 
development of the mine, although they might differ a little on one or two 
points. He was particularly anxious to see the mine worked to a greater depth, 
and he should never feel satisfied till they had made a full test of the property. 
He would render any pecuniary assistance to the company he could, and if the 
directors received support from the shareholders, they could institute a vigorous 
course of development, which in a short time would place the mine on a very 
different footing. (Hear, hear.) 

The resolution that the report and accounts now submitted to the meeting 
be approved and adopted, was put and carried unanimously. 

Mr. Pope moved,and Mr. PARkIsu seconded, that Mr, Hopkins (the Chair- 
man) be re-elected, and the motion was carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN expressed his thanks, and stated that as he had not lost faith 
in the mine; be meant to stick to it, and see whether it could not be made a 
really paying property. He wished to call their attention to one thing which 
he had omitted to mention—that 58,000/, out of the 65,000. purchase money was 
taken by the vendors in paper, 45,0002. in B shares, which got nothing until the 
A shares got 10 per cent., and 13,000/.in A shares.

Mr. DuNCAN moved, and Mr. BonELLA seconded, the re-appointment of Mr.

The second ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at 
the City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, on Thursday, 
Mr. J. SCARLETT CAMPBELL in the chair. 

The SECRETARY read the notice convening the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said: Well, gentlemen, I suppose we may take the 
| report as read. As it has been in your hands for some days it will be 
| unnecessary to read it. Setting aside fora moment the resolution, 
| I shall have to put before you by-and-bye the subject of general 

interest, for our consideration to-day is the work done during the 
past year towards the development of our enterprise. (Hear, hear.) 
At the last meeting we laid before you a full account of the prelimi- 
nary steps we had taken towards starting our works, and I believe 
| those steps were made with your entire approbation. In consider- 
ing what has been done since, I must beg you to bear in mind that 
the works of this company only started in November last year, and 
you will also remember the nature of the country in which these works are to 
| be carried out—a hilly, uninhabited tract of country, without roads and without 
the means of getting from one point to another. The result of al! this was that 
although a beginning might be, and was made, in mining work proper, a great 
proportion of the work of the staff was taken up in preliminary operations. Ir was 
impossible for us to enter into contracts with men on the spot to erect houses for 
the staff, or to make roads to enable us to get the machinery brought to the spor. 
| selected for its erection, or to enable people to go from one piace to another. All 
this had to be done by our oeople themselves, and they had to find their own 
materials. What wood they wanted they had to get by felling timber and 
cutting it. They had to organise labour to do this, and when they wanted stone 
they had to open quarries, aud this being so, it was natural, [ think, that an in 
mense deal of work came upon them the first year, which was, perlaps, not 
properly mining work, But they worked so energetically that houses wer: 
built for the staff, and sheds erected for the protection of the machinery, as well 
as store-houses and huts for the coolies, and I can assure you that this was 
carried out with the utmost economy consistent with the combort of the peopl 
To show what we had to do in the way of roads, I may mention that up to the 
setting in of the monsoon no less than 2% miles of cart-road was mute, and of 
this oue-third was metalied A good deal of these roads being through the 
jungle, entailed the cutting down of timber and extensive cuttings, 90 that this 
much of the road had been rendered fit for traffic. Besides this some miles of 
bridle-path had been Opened out to enable men to get from one part to another 
So we havel think shown what an immense amount of work has to be «ot 
through by the staff of the company in their first year of its existence. B it 
what you will want to know is, what has been done during the year. In the 
way of machinery the site was selected with very great care, and the work 
carried forward most vigorously. The foundations were put in, and every 
thing was done that was possible to avoid the accidents which have 
happened in other companies, and the result bas been satisfactory. In spite of 
rains which have not been known to fall so heavily for 40 years, the works have not 
| suffered, and the only inconvenience we have felt was a slight delay in starting 
them. We have six batteries of Elephant stamps. They have been tried aut 
found to work smoothly without vibration, and these stamps, it is adinitted, are 
' sufficient to crush 60 tons of stuff a day. Inthe meantime the engineers are 
erecting side blow tables, and when they are completed the milling of the quartz 
willcommence, We had a message saying that the entire plant would be at 
work about the end of September, and we telegraphed to have the date definitely 
mentioned, and, as is common in all mining matters, it is put off for a few 
days, and now the date for commencing milling operations is definitely fixed for 
Jan, 2 I would desire, however, to impress upon you that you must not be 
| too sanguine of the results of the first crushing. There will be experimental 
| dealings with large quantities of quartz which had been taken from the surface 
workings, and frou the different tunnels and works, and while expressing every 
anxiety to push on with our experimental works as vigorousty as possible, it is 
held desirabie to reduee only such quartz as will be found sufficiently rich to be 
profitable. Onthe subject of underground work and the different tunnels o1 
the reefs, [ do not propose myself to go into the matter further than to say it 
has been carried on with vigour, for the reason that you will by-and-bye have the 
subject thoroughly gone into by Mr. Low, who has studied ‘the works on the 
| spot, and whose practical experience gained thereby you will, I am sure, not 
fail to see is of immense service to the country.

We employed a Mr, Longbottom to survey and report upon that matter, and 
ali he considered worth keeping up has been a attended to, and the pro- 
oo for next year are said to be extremely good. Of course, we must see whe- 
ther coffee planting will pay us or not. It was also clear that cinchona growing 
might be advantageously undertaken, as the same manure which is used for 
coffce is good also for cinchona, and we were advised that cinchona trees would 
do well. One thousand trees have therefore been planted, and we are assured 
by Col. Henderson that within six years these trees will be a very valuable asset 
of the company. In consequence of what we have been told rubber trees are also 
to be given atrial. I now come to the accounts. I dare say some of ou will 
be a little inclined to say “‘ You might have given us accounts up to a later date 
than you have.” (Hear, hear.) The fact is that we are bound down by the 
Articles of Association, and are prevented from doing it, It is distinctly laid 
down that the accounts shall be made up to the 31st of December in every year, 
and we are now presenting the accounts to December 31, 1881. But I can 
tell you our accounts are not in arrears, that we have everything kept up 
extremely well by our very efficient secretary,and I have on the table here 
accounts made up, subject to audit, to Sept, 30 last, and these accounts are open 
to any shareholder who wishes to see them, He has only to go to the office, 
and they will be put before him by the secretary; so that the accounts are 
there, although under the Articles of Association the accounts we have to pre- 
sent are only up to December 31 last. The main thing you will wish to 
know in these accounts is that at the end of September last the sum is cash 
and in cash securities and investments in which our surplus cash was put was 
72,7771., a sum amply sufficient to carry on vigorously and thoroughly the work 
we have in hand. (Applause.) I think this will be satisfactory to you to 
know, and if you wish to know any details of the accounts the secretary will put 
them before any shareholder who calls upon him.

Mr. M. Low: Being a man who has personally an intimate knowledge of 


the property, [ feel I speak with a considerable degree of responsibility. I 
shall have to speak in some detail and with the strictest accuracy, and have 
to weigh every word I say, so that they should not be turned against me in 
the future; and I have to submit what I have to say to my colleagues. On this 
particular occasion 1 have written out what [ have intended to say, and with 
your permission I will read my address instead of speaking in the ordinary 
course, In seconding the resolution just proposed from the chair I shall ask the 
favour of being allowed to make my remarks, for the most part, illustrative of 
our actual mining work up to the present time. We have a long list of purely 
exploratory operations not as yet resulting in important discoveries. I do not 
propose to weary you by detailing these. I pass them by altogether, with this 
remark only, that all mining work must, in the first instance, be exploratory, 
that every exploratory work cannot possibly lead to success, and that provided 
these works were, as I believe them to have been, prosecuted with juigment 
and with mining knowledge the local servants of the company are as much en- 
titled to credit for the time and energy expended on them as for the more suc- 
cessful achievements which I am now about to describe, The first reef to which 
I will ask your attention is the one known as Palmerston No, 2. This is high 
up on the Palmerston estate. We commenced operations near the top of the 
hills, and have hitherto been driving on the course almost at the cap of the reef. 
This is avery promising lode. Mr, Longbottom says—‘ L like the appearance of 
this lode so much that [am very anxious to cut it at a lower level.” Weare 
now sinking a winze on the underlie, and shall soon drive in an adit lower down 
the hill. Mr. Longbottom’s last report is—“ Still sinking on the underlie, and 
and, Iam glad to say, carrying the lode down with us.” Our next is the well- 
known Henrietta reef, which is situated near the south-east boundary of the 
Henrietta estate. The outcrop here is enormous, and the whole _hill-side 
is studded with vast masses of quartz, doubtless rolled down from a higher cap 
existing ages ago. We havecut into the reef about 30 ft. below present cap, and 
driven on the course for 100 ft., taking out large quantities of quartz, and have 
again entered the reef by another tunnel 70 ft. or more lower down, The second 
tunnel TL have not seen, but Mr. Longbottom describes it as driven 68 ft., of 
which 40 ft. (no less) is driven “ across the reef.” [tis thus of immense thickness 
only 100 ft. below the outcrop. Mr. Longbottom reports that even 5dwts, of gold 
per ton ought to pay well here, for that ‘ water-power can be obtained for several 
months of the year,”and he adds that “ this reef presents every facility for cheap 
working.” In his recent reports he informs us that he has temporarily sus- 
pended these works, because he is quite satistied, as he says, that “* we have now 
large amounts of quartz in sight,” and will await erection of the separate ma- 
chinery, destined todeal with this quartz in bulk hereafter. He has, however, 
been instructed to resume operations, and to continue to excavate and start 
quartz in readiness for the new machinery, which we shall erect so soon as we 
shall have crushed some hundreds of trial tons at our present works, The next 
points for notice are two outcrops on the Sheardale estate, named respectively 
the Road reef andthe Honeycomb reef, On the first of these not much work 
has yet been done, but Mr, Longbottom mentions that a cutting into the reef 
has already discloseda good quantity of quarte, TheHoneycomb recf is of more 
immediate importance. In his report ot Oct, 2 Mr. Longbottom says: ‘‘ We cut 
into the hill for a little distance, and exposed the reef, Gold could be seen in the 
stone, and on pounding and washing some I obtained one of the best prospects 
{ have had since my arrival.” And in his report of October 22 he writes with 
regard to this cutting, ‘‘ The heavy rains have caused a large quantity of water 
to percolate in, making it necessary to timber, and as I had attained my object 
of prospecting, so far as to find gold in the reef, and by washing, to obtain one 
of the best prospects L have yet got on the properties, [ have suspended further 
work, but will resume when the fine weather sets in, and timbering will not be 
necessary.” We shall do doubt hear directly that operations have been resumed 
on both of these reefs. We now come to the most important of all our present 
workings, those on the lode known as No. 5 Baicarres. The hill on which the 
© itcropappears is covered all over with masses of quartz. Roughly, the course 
of the lode is north-west and south-east, with an easterly dip. Our workings 
here are numerous and extensive. I shall not attempt the details, for without 
the plans and sections we are still expecting from our manager I shall only be 
confusing you. But I may state that we have attacked this reef by, at the very 
least, eight separate approaches, of which one is ashaft, and the rest tunnels or 
adits. The quartz now ready for crushing must amount to many hundreds of tons, 
and the upper workings are connected with our first reduction works by an incline 
tram of a distance of not more than 200 yards. The reef is, of course, somewhat 
disordered at surface, but our lower tunnels should soon find it in settled 
country and in strength. But even from our upper workings I cannot doubt 
that we shall have plenty of quartz to keep our first’ reduction works of six 
elephant batteries fully employed, and the nearness of the stuff to the works, as 
already explained, is, of course, a very great advantage. As to the quality of 
the quartz, and what it will “‘do” in the way of gold, I desire at the present 
stage to speak with much caution, I do not care much about assays. I fully 
believe that tothe shareholder generally, as to us of the board, the only 
satisfactory result will be that of crushing in bulk, Weare now very near to 
the time when the batteries will teil us what to expect from these upper levels. 
In the meantime it is fair that I should say this, that I myself took scores of 
samples from these upper levels (many of them in presence of Capt. James) and 
liad them pounded and washed before me, and never without obtaining a prospect 
of gis. sometimes more, and sometimes less, although in this reef—unlike that 
of Henrietta—I myself never saw a speck of gcld in the uncrushed stone, I 
notice that Mr. Longbottom says, in his last report but one, about a new tunnel 
of his own, driven between two of those commenced, while L was there;—‘* As 
We progress we are disclosing some very nice looking quartz, Although free 
gold cannot be seen in the quartz, there isa very good show of pyrites, and the 
stone has a nice lively look, with very little of the white lumpy looking quartz.” 
Lastly, we arrive at the reef worked from the Dunbartuunel, This lies on the 
Dunbar estate east from Balcarres No.5 reef, which I last described, and much 
lower down the hill. We have long suspected it to be the continuation down 
wards of No. 5 Balcarres reef, the peculiar conformation of the eountry enabling 
us to trace it with some distinctness. But recently Mr. Longbottom expressly 
and specifically identifies it as nothing more nor less than the Balcarres No. 5 
lode itself lower down on its dip. This being so, the point becomes one of ex- 
treme interest, as showing us how Balcarres No, S behaves further down 
towards the centre of the earth, and [ shall read extracts from Mr. Long- 
bottom’s reports on this point at a little length. In his report of the 25th 
September, he says:—“ The tunnel driven on the reef, known as the Dunbar 
reef, has been driven a total distance of 93 feet from entrance, At 42 feet the 
reef was cut in the roof; at 54 ft. a cross-cut was driven 22 ft., intersectin 
the underlay ; and for some distance up to the present face, the drive has carrie 
quartz from roof to floor, Where the walls were cut, they were well defined, 
and the quartz obtained from this drivage contains a fair percentage of pyrites 
in places, veins running to the roof being highly impregnated with them. The 
outcrop, immediately over the tunnel entrance, consists of enormous masses ot 
quartz, and over the whole native workings abound. On the same line, but 
more on the underlay, the Dunbar reef is again visible, ranning down the point 
of a hill, which is separated from the hillon which the Dunbar tunnelis driven, 
by the Dunbar creek. The reef in this place has been laid bare for some dis- 
tance,and shows very strong indeed. Lron pyrites are also visible in many 
places. In fact, I have seldom seen so much pyrites near the surface.” Again, 
on Oct. 25, he tells us that they had then driven 103 ft. on the course of the 
reef ; and he adds :—* The reef in this tunnel is strong, and covers the whole 
face of the drive; the quartz contains a fair quantity of pyrites, and, in parts, 
there are rich veins of pyrites.” On Nov. 1 he had nothing fresh to report in his 
progress except that “at the close of the month we had a fall of gravel more 
heavily charged with pyrites than usual.” Again. on Noy. 13 he writes :—“ We 
have during last week been working some very good-looking quartz, with the 
best show of pyrites I have seen, and more generally distributed through the 
lode.” Then, of course, we cannot expect to find any lode uniformly well mine- 
ralised throughout its course: and in his very last report [ find the following 
passage :—“ Dunbar tunnel is not looking so well. During the early part of the 
week the face looked very well, the quartz containing a large percentage of py- 
rites. This isnow changed. There is very litlle pyrites in the quartz. These 
changes frequently occur ; and before the end of the week we may again bo 
wcerking ina highly mineralised portion of the lode.” And so the lode goes 
on, on its course, like all other lodes—sometimes richer, sometimes poorer. But 
my object has been attained if I have male you understand how encouraging it 
is to tindthe great Balcarres No. 5 lode,on which we shall depend for our first 
crushings, behaving so well, and proving, on the whole, so rich and strong 
quite deep down the hill. You will, of course, understand that our present 
reduction works are intended to work in bulk only the quartz feom Ba'carras 
No. 5. Hereafter, if all goes on as we wish, additional machinery will have to 
be erected on the Henrietia stream to work quartz from Henrietta and Palmer- 
ston, and onthe Dunbar stream to work quartz from Sheardale and Dunbar. 
Meantime our present reduction works will, of course, be available for test crush 
ings from all parts of the property, as well as for its intended complete disposal 
of the quartz from the No. 5 Bilcarres lode. 80 far, gentlemen, for our mining 
operations. When we consider that all this has been done in the space, practi- 
cally, of one year, and that during the same time m achinery, amounting to six 
batteries of Elephant stumps, with all their various adjuncts, has been safely and 
securely erected, houses for all our employees built, tramways fixed, many miles 
of road made, and many? acres of coffee lett in order, and ciunchona seedlings 
planted, | am sure the directors may claim that our local staff, from Col. Hen- 
derson and Mr. Longbottom downwards, have so far done most admirably well 
for our interests, and I hope that before we separate we shall accord them a 
very hearty vote of thanks. One point more occurs to me. It is the need of 
industrious and persistent explorations over our vast mining area, This is what 
tue board are always preaching, and what I hope our local mana gers will labour 





to practise. Sheardale and Balcarres No. 1 estates are comparatively open. But 
even now we know very little of what outcrops the dense timber may cover in 
large portions of the Henrietta, Palmerston, and Dunbar estates, while the 
whole of the great Balcarres No. 2 block is still a sealed book tous. But I am 
= to tell you that from the last report we learn that some very rich stone 
ad just been brought in from this block by our explorers, and Mr. Long- 
bottom was just going to look at the source from whence it came, As the 
industry progresses the land will become more and more valuable, and we ought 
probably to have opportunities of parting on very favourable terms with 
small outlying portions of our vast estate. But to get tempting offers, 
reefs on such a a patches ought to be, at least, partially opened out 
and proved just as if we were going to work them ourselves. By this 
means they will be brought, so to speik, into marketable condition; and it will 
always be more advantageous to part with small proved areas than with large 
ones still unproved. Gentlemen, with regard to this industry generally, weare 
just now labouring in a period of altogether undue disbelief and depression, just 
as formerly we were suffering—at least I call it suffering—from altogether undue 
elation. At one time the London public seemed to think that every stone in the | 
Wynaad jungles was bespangled with gold. Now we are told, with equal ab- 
surdity, that there is not even any quartz at all worth speaking of. The sober, 
common-place truth is that the Wynaad is a country with vast auriferous quartz 
reefs running through it. But the development of those reefs, so as to win a 
constant supply of paying stone, must, as every mining tyro knows, bea work 
of reasonable time, Not every portion of even good lodes can be expected any- 
where in the world to produce paying stuff. It is for each company to develope 
its own lodes, find the richest portions, and settle down on those richest portions | 
when found. Lam not myself a professional miner, and my opinion must not | 
be taken for more than it is worth, But for some years past I have given some 
attention to mining matters, and I have seen something of gold mining in 
Australia and New Zealand, as well as in the Wynaad. My own belief is that 
the Wynaad is emphatically a gold mining country, and I believe it is destined 
to be the seat of a vast and profitable gold mining industry, and in that pro- | 
sperity I cannot, for the life of me, see why this company should not share. | 
or we have a truly vast mining sett, with various reefs discovered and already | 
opened upon, with plenty more to be discovered and operated upon in the future ; 
we have abundance of timber and considerable water-power, Above all we have 
administrative ability and mining knowledge applied on the spot to our affuirs ; 
and, lastly, we have very large reserves of the “ sinews of war” at our backs.

This increased cheerfulness in the tone is 
quite in keeping with the present joyful season, and in wishing our several 


readers the best compliments of the season, we cannot but think the joyousness | 


of Ohristmastide will be greatly augmented by the better feeling in the trade 
which has during the past week sprung up. 

The Metal Exchange will be closed from to-night until next Wednesday 
mori ing, thus affording a good opportunity for its various members to secure a 
few days rest, which will be much appreciated at the close of a year in which 
at times in this trade there have been occasions of no small amount of anxiety, 


and even during the last few weeks, when the tin-plate branch of the trade has | 


been so much unsettled by tie numerous failures which have taken place 
therein. These, of course, must to some extent mar the happiness of the 
season ; but at the same time the improving tendency during the past few days 
must in great measure restore confidence, and give room for fresh hopefulness 
that an increased development will shortly characterise the demand for metals. 

Prior to this week, as may be gathered from our last few reports, the markets 
all round had assumed a very dull, quiet, and uninteresting condition, anda very 
gloomy and depressed feeling was prevalent, but now a change in the right 
direction has taken place, it is true, but slight, but yet sufficient to substitute a 
more lively feeling in the place of general slackness, which was before only too 
prominent.

NEW SALT DEPOSITS. 

Owing to the great landslips in connection with the salt mines of 
Cheshire and Worcestershire, from which we now draw our supplies, 
it is evident that those sources cannot be depended upon in the future, 
consequently attention has been of late paid to other districts where 
there are deposits of salt or brine springs. And from the informa- 
tion obtained it is evident that there are several localities in which 
an almost inexhaustible amount of salt can be obtained. The rock 
salt and brine springs of the trias rocks are not so limited as has 
been generally supposed, and both have been met with in sining 
down to some of the coal measures, and in connection with the vast 
bed of magnesian limestone. That formation extends to Tynemouth 
Castle on the north, and through the counties of Durham and York 
into Nottingham in the south. It has not as yet been proved whether 
the rock salt deposits in the lower red marls will be found ranging 
with the magnesian limestone to Nottingham, but on the south of 
Nottingham there are indications of rock salt having existed in the 
upper read marls, and near to Rugby the contorted strata has evi- 
dently been the result of the solution of the rock salt below.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 
| ‘The Belgian coal trade has not exhibited much change. The tone 
of business has been tolerably firm, but transactions in household 
descriptions have been rather restricted by the fact that the winter 
has still continued camparatively mild. The Belgian iron trade is 
not moving on quite so well as it did in the summer and the early 
part of the autumn, and the reduced activity of metallurgical indus- 
try is, of course, likely to exert its influence upon the coal trade 
This influence has, however, made itself felt to only a slight extent 
|at present, and the demand for industrial coal has still been pretty 
'good. Floods in some parts of Belgium have restricted deliveries of 
|coal by water, but railway traflic has not been interrupted to any 
material extent. The demand for coal has become, if anything, a 
little weak in Germany, especially for household qualities, At 
Sarrebruck an advance of 5d. to 1s. per ton has been made in some 
descriptions of coal, but only in current transactions. Upon the whole 
quotations may be said to have been fairly satisfactory, and to have 
compared favourably with those current a few years since. 
| We cannot report any improvement at present in the general con- 
dition of the Belgian iron trade. Orders have become scarce, and 
contracts are being steadily worked out, so that the proprietors of 
| rolling mills begin to see the time approaching when they will either 
have to make fresh concessions in regard to prices, or to diminish 
|their production. We must not, however, speak in too gloomy 
terms of the situation, as the present is proverbially the most dis- 
couraging period of the year. In a month or two we shall probably 
see prices regain their former firmness. Dig continues to be main- 
| tained at a relatively high level, and this renders it impossible for 
|ironmasters to materially reduce their quotations for iron. With 
coal at its present price, and pig at 2/. 8s. per ton, it is difficult to 
see how any material concessions can be made by the proprietors of 
rolling-mills, although at the last adjudication of matériel required 
for the Belgian State lines some tenders submitted were at low 
rates. The great workshops of Belgium are generally well em- 
ployed; all the locomotive workshops have orders for six or seven 
months in advance, and in some cases they are even engaged for 
more than a yearto come. Quotations for pig have scarcely varied 
, upon the Belgian markets; English pig has declined to 2/. 10s. 6d. 
, per ton, and plates have slightly fallen; the current quotation has 
| been 7/. 6s. per ton, although some works have stood out for 7/. 8s. 
per ton. Boiler-plates have been in fair demand at 81. 4s. per ton. 
The French iron trade remains in much the same state. Mer- 
chants’ iron has continued to be quoted at 8/. per ton at Paris. 
Several works in the neighbourhood of Paris have been invaded by 
| floods, and working operations have been necessarily suspended in 
consequence. This situation may, however, be regarded as essentially 
|temporal, as, if production has been diminished for a time, the 
check has occurred at the worst period of the year, and increased 
| activity may subsequently follow. Refining pig was a little weak in 
the Longwy group early in the month, as several forges had to 
| suspend working operations in consequence of tloods. Matters have, 
however, now returned to much their former condition. The 
Northern of France Railway Company has ordered from the Denain 
and Anzin Works 700 tons of steel rails at 67. 8s. per ton. The Ad- 
ministration of the French State lines has ordered 2800 tons of fish- 
plates at an average price of 8/. per ton. Orders have also been 
given out for 1300 tons of steel fish-plates at about 9/. per ton. The 
Kastern of France Railway Company has ordered from the Alsacian 
Mechanical Construction Company 25 locomotives at 68/. per ton. 
The Saint Leonard’s Company, of Liege, has obtained an order for 
five express locomotives from the Western of France Railway Com- 
pany. Upon the German iron markets buyers have maintained an 
attitude of considerable reserve. The works are still well employed, 
but business has been done at relatively low rates. Special and

REPORT FROM NORTH WALES, SALOP, AND CARDIGAN. 
| Dee. 21,—Considerable satisfaction is expressed by the local papers 
j at an assurance, purporting to come from the manager, that the ap- 
pearance of the Van Mine was never better than now, It is to be 
sincerely hoped that this assurance will be realised. Replying toa 
charge made by the Western Mail that Llanidloes was a decaying 
town, the Mayor writes to the papers denying the truth of the state- 
ment, while admitting that from the depressed state of lead mining 
as well as of the flannel industry, for which industries the town and 
district are famous, the town is suffering from temporary depression. 
It is to be hoped that the depression will be only temporary, the 
more so, as I should have said that the Van Mine is now really look- 
ing better in the 105 and 120 west, and as rock-drills are now em- 
ployed to open up the eastern part of the mine we may hope for 
more speedy successful results. The Nant Jago Mine, in the same 
neighbourhood, is also now worth 5 tons of ore in the bottom levels, 
which promises well. ‘Turving to Flintshire, the Halkyn Tunnel is 
being driven at the rate of 60 yards a month. This tunnel passes for 
about a mile through the Halkyn Mine property, which it drains to 
a considerable Cepth. It is reported that Mr. Francis, of Chester, has 
formed a powerful ccmpany in order to work this property efliciently. 
During the next summer the tunnel will pass through the Rhosesmor 
Mine property, and will lay dry the great reserves of ore that lie 
below the present water line. In the same region North Hendre 
still looks well. 


From this point let us pass rapidly, as with seven-leagued boots, 
over the hills to ihyl, and resume our journey along the coast of 
Wales.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Dec. 21.—While prices in the coal trade have lost the cause of 
the stimulus which a week ago was observable —the frost and snow 
-they are this week kept from falling by the uncertain aspect of 
the colliers upon the wages question, detailed below. The amount 
of business, too, which the house coal collieries are doing at date is 
a decided improvement upon two or three weeks ago. The con- 
sumption of mill and forge coal will, however, be very limited 
next week, for most of the ironworks will be laid off for the holi- 
days and for stock-taking. There were a good many enquiries on 
the market this afternoon in Birmingham fer pig-iron, and some 
agents in Derbyshire and other makers at a distance reported a few 
big sales; but the enquiries related mostly to buying, which will be 
concluded early in January. Leicestershire pigs were quoted 
5Us., delivered at stations in this district, but might have been had 
at about Is. 6d. to ls. per ton less. Lincolnshire pigs were quoted 
Sls. at stations. Hematite were 65s. to 70s., with scarcely any busi- 
ness. Native common pigs 41s, 3d. to 423. 6d. New orders for 
manufactured iron were ratherscarce. Marked bars 8/. 12s. 6d. to 
7/. 103., and hoops 6/. 10s.to 7/7. Tin-plates slightly firmer on the 
basis of 22s. for cokes, and 25s. for charcoals.

THE NEw Process FOR BRINGING Down CoAt.—This process, 
which has before been described in the Journal, continues to at- 
tract much attention here, and .many experiments have been made 
in the longwall workings, and also in the pillar and stall workings 
in this district, The experiments carried out appear to show that 
the charges of lime cartridges stemmed into the holes and acted 
upon by water compressed by a pump brings down the coal in large 
blocks, aud so far as longwall is concerned there appears to be no 
doubt of its complete success. With respect to the bord and pillar 
workings, its success in an ordinary bord does not appear to be quite 
so certain, as there is more difficulty in bringing down the coal in 
this case than in longwall work. In the case of bord working, it will 
at all events be necessary to nick up the side as well as hole or kirve 
at the bottom of the seam. There are also complaints in this dis- 
trict respecting the price of the cartridges supplied by the patentees 
of this process. It will certainly be a great advantage if this method 
succeeds, as shot-firing in fiery mines is always a source of danger, 
and if the same process can be adopted for blasting stone as well as 
coal, shot firing may be entirely abandoned. Further experiments 
are shortly to be made by Mr. D. P. Morison and others, 

A new local company is announced in the lead trade called the 
Nenthead and Tynedale Lead Company.

Improvement for the time it is hope- 
less to expect, the Christmas holidays say “ No” most emphatically 
to that ; and until they are over we may be thankful if matters get 
no worse, A rally will come doubtless ere long, but 1882 cannot hope 
to see it.

Tie house-rent question ought 
certainly to be settled; it has been the custom from the earliest 
limes to find the workmen houses as a part of their wages, and the |

| matter for shareholders, and, in fact for everyone connected with 
| mining, to read some of the reports from these mines lately. One 
week we hear of a manager writing to his directors about the 
| stateof his mercury, that owing to a combination of sulphides he 
cannot get it clean, and although he has retorted it three times it is 
| just as bad asever. Another is trying experiments with his tables ; 
they have given him, he says, a good deal of trouble, but at last he 
| thinks he has got over the difficulty. He has discovered that a great 
| deal depends on the proper amount of water flowing over them ; too 
much, he says, washes away the gold, and too little allows the copper 
| plates and blankets to clog, so now he expects to save more gold. 
| Again, we hear of a manager writing to say he attributes the small 
| yield of gold to his reduction oflicer introducing lead and tin into 
| the boxes, and to the tables being too flat. He says he did not 
| know of this, of course, or he would have hung up the battery atonce. 
But, may I ask, why he did not know about it; he was the manager, 
and it was his place to see to it if he understood his business, which 
I doubt. Another shining light says other managers may say what 
| they like about sulphides, but he knows for a fact that the gold is 
| free in the stone and not in the pyrites, but I have not heard of any 
of it being sent home. 

Now, I am quite positive that if one of these reports had been 
sent by a manager to his directors in Australia he would not hold 
his position another week. The fact of a man writing to say a great 
deal depended on the proper supply of water flowing over his tables 

| clearly shows that he never had much to do with the reduction of 
gold ore, as that is the first thing attended to after starting the 
| battery, and is so simple that it can be regulated in five minutes by 
| anyone understanding his work. The fact is that with but few ex- 
ceptions the men in charge of these mines are not fit to hold the 
| positions they now occupy. They are engaged in London by men 
| who as a rule know little or nothing about gold mining, very often 
a friend of the consulting engineer or directors. It is a well-known 
fact that there is gold in India—that is proved beyond a doubt ; but 
it is not yet known if it is in payable quantities, notwithstanding 
nearly three millions of money has been already spent over it.
